resulted in the killing of one or the 
other of the combatants—sometimes in 
the shooting of unlucky bystanders,— 
Every man carried a large pistol under 
hiu coat, tails, and it was universally un- 
derstood that when men came to high 
words each would draw his pistol and 
commence firing. This was quite as 
much a matter of course as it is for the 
batteries ot an army in position to open 
fire whenever the enemy advances in 
line of battle. 
Without being quite 


ready to formulate 
the opinion in 


vtorda, the public of Mississippi gener- 
ally re^pgnized the pistol as A perfectly 
proper and necessary means of conduct 
ing a dispute to its settlement. 
Men 


fought with pistols when the hogs ol 
one trespassed upon the fields of the 
other. 
They shot each other because 


they could not agree upon the amount 
of siiiiill deb:s, 
Pistols were used to 


determine the smallest points of differ- 
ence. 
I'pjn one occasion two men shot 


their pistols empty at each ether within 
fifty yards of a court house, and man- 
aged without hurting each other, to 
lodge a bullet in the person of a man in 
thepostoffice. 
The eombatantsjwere ar- 


rented, fined for disturbing the peace 
and discharged. 
V'ithin an hour fiey 


met at the court house door, \n theeeii- 
tre of a crowd, and straightway opened 
firo again. 
One of them fell, murtally 


wounded ; the other had three bullets 
in his flesh, Lut not seriously hurt. The 
court exacted bomls of him to keep the 
peace and to await the result of hit. an 
tagoniht's wounds ;but although ho was 
afterwards tried, he, received no punish 
ment whatever.

His Speech at Cincin- 
nati. 


CINCINNATI, 0., Anguit27—Secre- 


iry Sherman to-d»y Tinted the Mer- 
bants' Exchange, and, after being in- 
reduced by Vice President Cunning- 
iam, ipoke as follows : 


GENTLEMEN—I am deeply grateful

The crop reports continue to show 


.hat we shall have an uncommonly large 
larrest of breadstuff's; tnough to guar- 
antee abundant supplies at not ex- 
orbitant prices to England and Germany, 
where the crops are short. It ii curiovi 
that Texas reports t poorer eorn crop 
-ban any other State in the Union; but 
.n the other trans-Mississippi State* 
thi* crop promises extraordinary re- 
salts. 


In some of the cotton State* corn it 


said to be doing poorly, which will in- 
crease this year -.he demand upon the 
Northwest from these States, which 
bare for some years largely and rapidly 
enlarged the area planted in food (tuffs, 
yreatly to the advantage of their pee- 
pie of both races. 


On the whole, the season is now 10 


far advanced that we may reckon sec- 
urely on uncommonly good craps, which 
will put a very large amount of money 
into the pockets of our farmers. 
We 


trust they will know how to take one 
of it, and wo advise them and all other 
industrious people to beware of specula- 
tion. It is plain to all observing men 
that we are about to witness the begin- 
ning of a new fever of mining specula- 
tion, and whoever has by bard work 
earned and by economy saved • little 
money, will be tempted by newspaper 
reports and by a too general example to 
try to increase it largely and rapidly by 
putting it into "stock" of some kind, 
and especially mining stock. 
We ad- 


vise everybody to be careful. There 
arc no doubt good mines, but there are 
certainly a great many worthless ones, 
and a great many more of which nobody 
knows whether they are going to turn 
out well or poorly; and these last two 
kinds arc the ones css'ly bought by the 
inexperienced. 


If any farmer or planter has done so 


well this year that when he has sold his 
crops he finds himself wilh money to 
spare, let him buy land. 
That is still 


chcip almost everywhere, and it is al- 
ways safe tu uwn real estate bought 
cheaply or at a fair price in a well-set- 
tled and law-respecting community. We 
should not advise any one to buy land 
either in Mississippi or California at 
this time. The people of those State* 
do not seem to think much of the laws 
or of the rights of others, and il is us 
well to keep away from there until they 
get done shooting.
